That the Act of 1844 
led to the disturbance of eredit and the crisis of 1847, no 
more believe, than we believe, asSir Robert Peel evidently did, 
that it was calculated to prevent the occurrence of such a 
panic.

Next we have had the extensive failure of Messrs Den- 
nistoun and Co., followed by other large failures, chiefly con- 
nected with the trade of the North of E urope, all of ‘which 
are connected almost solely with foreign houses, and whose 
transactions could not in any degree have been connected 
with our note circulation. 

Lastly, we have the failure of the Northumberland and 
Durham District Bank,—a concern which, if the accounts

mismanagement equal to anything that has yet come to 
| light. But how does that bank stand in relation to issues 
of notes? It was one of those which availed themselves of 
the plan proposed by Sir Robert Peel for absorbing the 
country circulation into the Bank of England; and even be- 
fore the Act had passed, it had relinquished its circulation of 
notes altogether, and had limited its issues to the regulated 
circulation of the Bank of England. Here then, again, 
there is no pretext for attributing any part of this calamity 
to an * excessive issue of notes.” 








But if we turn from these scenes of disaster at home. to 
kindred events on the Continent, what do we find? Why, 
that on the spot most affected— where the losses are greatest— 
where the panic is most severe—where, as far as facts have 
yet been divulged, there exists the strongest presumption 

that speculation of a reckless kind has been carried to the 
greatest exte nt,—there is no paper circulation at all, but that 
it is one of the only places in Europe which boasts a 
purely metallic currency:—we mean the Republic of 
Hamburg. ‘There the rate of interest has fluctuated more, 
and, upon the whole, been higher than in any other part of 
Europe :—an¢@ to such an extent has discredit spread, that the 
public at large has been obliged to unite and form a guaran- 
tee fund, in order to save the commercial community from 
common ruin arising from panic and distrust. Again, on 
the other hand, the countries on the Continent in which a 
paper circulation is left with least control, except the sie 
qua non of convertibility on demand—where reliance is im- 
plicitly placed upon the responsibility alone of the issuers, are 
France, Belgium, and Germany. It has not been from 
the absence of speculations that those countries have 
escaped the present crisis with less diflienlty than our- 
selves. Three months ago all eyes were fixed upon Paris as 
the spot where most danger was to be apprehended. But 
now, without any legal restrictions or regulations by law be- 
yond the instant convertibility of the note, the bullion of the 
Bank of France is increasing, its liabilities are decreasing, 
and it is enabled to reduce the rate of intcrest at a moment 
when the Act of 1844 is suspended. 

Finally, we would guard ourselves against being under- 
stood in any way to contend that the Bank Act of 1844 is 
responsible for any of the circumstances out of which this 
crisis has arisen, as is contended by the Birmingham school, 
though it is impossible to deny that the legislative and arbi- 
trary limit did aggravate the crisis as that limit was ap- 
proached, and produced the panic which ensued. But what 
we wish mainly to show is, that when Sir Robert Peel re- 
lied upon legal regulations affec ting our currency to prevent 
the mischief which he described, he attached an impor- 
tance to that element of our monetary system in relation to 
trade which it did not possess:—for there certainly was 
never a moment in the history of this country, when all the 
evils which he so eloquently described as about to be ‘reme- 
died by the measure which he was proposing, existed in such 
gigantic magnitude as they do at this moment. ‘These are 
evils which we fear will never be cured by legislative regu- 
lations, while the attempt to do so is only calculated to 
mislead those who place any confidence in them. 





BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

CONTRACTION OF THE AMERICAN TRADE, 
Tue Returns of the Board of Trade which we publish 
this day, brought down to the end of October, still show an 
increase in the entire amount of our exports as compared 
with any former year. For the single month of October, 
they amount in the present year to 10,985,789/, as compared 
with 10,666,9512 in 1856, and 8,860,5947in 1855. For the 
ten months, the exports in the present year have been 
106,721,381/, against 95,573,556/ in 1856, and 78,087,431 
in 1855. 

While, however, such is the result of the comparison of 
the whole of our trade for the month of October, the dis- 
ordered state of our commercial relations with the United 
States has already become manifest by a great reduction in 
the amount of our exports to that market for the month ‘of 
October. In our notice of these returns last month, we 
gave in detail the shipments of the chief articles to the 
United States for the nine months of the year then expired, 
which showed some increase upon last year, and a consider- 
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FET RE increase upon 1855. It is at the present moment a 
matter of peculiar interest to examine the effect of the de- 
rangement which takes date from about the beginning of 
October. During that month the exports of the following 
principal articles, as compared with the same month in the

Thus we see that in the firstmonth of the derangement of this 
trade the exports have fallen from 1,499,864/ and 1,258,573 
in the corresponding months of 1855 and 1856 respectively, 
to 827,656/; and there is no doubt that the figures for the 
current month will show a still further reduction. This, how- 
ever, should be a source of satisfaction rather than otherwise, 
for it shows the decided steps that have been taken to con- 
tract supplies, and which cannot fail not only to lessen the 
losses upon former shipments, but also the sooner to restore the 
the market to a healthy state. But here we have an important 
observation to make, asitillustrates one of thegreat advantages 
which we have derived by extended and multiplied markets 
under our new commercial system. It will be observed 
that, notwithstanding this great falling-off in one month to 
this the most important market which we have, yet that on 
the whole of our trade to all markets there is even a slight 
increase in the amount of our exports. We could not have 
a better proof of the additional security which extended com- 
mercial intercourse gives to the working population of. this 
country. 

With regard to the imports, there is nothing very important 
upon which to remark, except that those articles upon which 
a great fall in price has taken place, especially silk and sugar, 
show a. very considerable increase in the supply, whieh 
must have tended to ‘aggravate the other causes for a, fall 
common to all other articles. In the imports of wool. there 
is a decline for the month, while the exports to the Conti- 
nent of colonial and English wools are fully double. the 
quantity exported last year. 





THE NEWS FROM INDTA. 
Tire new telegrams bring us accounts from India which, in 
regard to the movements of the English troops, are full of 
satisfactory intelligence,—indicating the prompt yigour of 
our commanders and the unflinching courage of the English 
soldiers,—but in regard to the few accessions of force gained 
by the enemy, show us only too clearly what we should have 
had ‘to expect had not Delhi fallen when it did’ Maun 
Singh, who is a powerful Oude landholder in the nejghbour- 
hood of Lucknow, had taken side against us, says the tele- 
gram, since the news of the fall of Delhi. There is much 
reason to believe that this information may represent tie 
fact, but misrepresents the motive.

magnitude. The balance of trade in a country like England, 
with enormous transactions, giving large credits, exporting 
manufactures of singular variety, importing raw material 
in unprecede nted quantity, is ac ‘ted on by circumstances so 
various, so pote nt, so impossible to pre dict, that an enormous 
store must be kept in immediate readiness to meet its 
demands. 

The importance of this is, perhaps, more evident if we 
translate the same argument into other language. <A 
system of ramified credit exists in this country to which the 
world has no parallel. All through the countr y large money- 
dealers promise to pay unheard-of amounts on demand. All 
these dealers keep their sole fund for meeting all but the 
most current of these payments at treasury. ‘That 
treasury is liable to be drained of enormous sums by bad 
harvests, foreign wars, Oriental exports—in a word, b ry all 
the accidents that can occur to a commerce on which the 
sun never sets, and to a range of politics that is almost 
equally far-reaching. Canthere be a question of the enor- 
mous importance of keeping this single treasury thoroughly 
supplied? 

There is another circumstance which is, perhaps, of even 
more importance. The Bank of England protesses to be in 
some sense an unlimited lending establishment. Mr G. W.

PRODUCE OF THE LATE HARVEST. 

WE have several times had occasion to state that thouyh the 
great majority of the accounts from various agricultural districts 
represent the last crops of wheat as good, yet there are other 
and less favourable reports from some locelities. Thus, a ** North 
Derbyshire Farmer,” writing te the Derby Repurter, says: —“ The 
prices of produce are reduced, although there is in this district g 
deficient crop of wheat, and a great deal of it injured by the rains 
of harvest. ‘I'welve and fourteen bushels to the acreisa very 
common thrashing, and this of very common quality. Barley, 
though short in the straw, appears (so far as we can judge) to give 
a fair produce and quality. Of oats little is known at present, 
very little thrashing bei ing done. The price of these important 
staples of agricultural produce » have been since harvest reducing 
in price.

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A YEAR oF REVOLUTION. Froma Journal kept in Paris in 1848. 
By the Marquis of Normanby, K.G, 
[Seconp Norice.] 

Tne pages of Lord Normanby’s book leave on the mind no impres- 
sion more distinctly than that the Republic was from the first a 
is-aller in France,—tolerated by all parties as a sort of interreg- 
num necessary to the organisation of their own several schemes, 
and supported in its actual form by a very decided minority of 
the nation. ‘The Republican party too+so fer as concerns unity of 
purpose—was hopelessly split =P into several antagonistic sec- 
tions, neither of which contained in itself the elements necessary 
to maintain itself independently at the head of affairs, and each 
of which was rendered for the time essential to the other through 
their common end of opposition to the wishes of the remainder of 
their fellow-country-men. The moderate Republicans, such as 
Lamartine and Cavaignac, brought to the cause deliberate con- 
victions, honest purpose, and the influence of respectable names 
and connections; but they were deficient alike in numbers and in 
the unscrupulous daring which could alone enable them to act as 
a tyrant minority. ‘They were engaged in a vain attempt to 
reconcile a respect for public opinion with the ascendancy of their | 
favourite creed.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWs, 


Trade and manufactures in France do not appear to be particularly 
affected by the crisis which has produced such ruinous results elsewhere, 
The manufacturers generally have limited their operations, and are ex- 
tremely cautious in their deslings, and this lucky timidity will prove the 
cause of comparative safety. They have not their warehouses over- 
stocked with goods not yet paid for; they have no formidable engagements 


to meet, and"{they’may, without the fear of ruin, wait for better times, | 


The upward movement in the price of corn which followed the appear- 
ance of the Imperial decree permitting its exportation has not been of 
long duretion. The few buyers who presented themselves at the last 
Paris market wanted a reduction of 2f per sack on flour. The demand 
was resisted, and prices remained nominal at from 46f to 53f the sack of 
157 kilogrammes, according to quality. The Minister of War has ad- 
vertised to receive proposals for the delivery in Paris of 12,000 metrical 
quintals of wheat previous to the Ist of January next, the wheat to 
weigh 77 kilogrammes the hectolitre. Accounts from Lyons state that 
the price of raw silk has fallen in that market from If to 5f the kilo- 


gramme, according to quality. The silk markets in the Drome and the | 


Ardeche are described as unusually heavy. Half the spinning mills are 
closed. Raw silk of the best quality was offered at 75f the kilogramme. 
The stock of cocoons at Marseilles arrived from Italy and the Levant 
is estimated at 300,000 kilogrammes. The price of wine has slightly 
declined at the market of Bercy. Financial difficulties have induced some 
wine-growers to abate their demands. Nevertheless, it appears that the 
wines of last year are nearly exhausted, and it is feared that the late 
vintage, though abundant, will not be sufficient for the demand. There 
is no business doing in brandies, and the price is merely nominal. 

The Annales du Commerce Exterieur gives an account of the trade of 
Darfur, in the interior of Africa. The merchandise exported from that 


country in 1856 amounted sin value to 1,525,000f, viz., elephants’ teeth, 


950,000f ; ostrich feathers, 350,000f; gums, 11,000f; tamarinds, 35,000f; | 


mineral alkali, 9,000f; and camels, 170,000f. The imports amounted 
to 774,000f, making a difference of 751,000f. The trade in elephants’ 
teeth and ostrich feathers only began to acquire importance after the 
suppression of the slave trade in Egypt; as previously to that time the 
Djellahs found the last-named trade more lucrative than the others. 

The commercial accounts at hand, this week, from the United States 
are, on the whole, more favourable. The New York Custom-house re- 
turns for October showed a substantial decline in the imports of merchan- 
dise, as compared with the corresponding period of 1856 and 1855. 
Really prime business paper continued scarce, and «ll such was in 
demand both at bank and note brokers’ offices at 15 to 20 per cent., 
according to maturity, &c., while very good endorsed notes were selling 
at 24 to 36 per cent. Sterling exchange was gradually improving, and

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This return is a decidedly satisfactory one. Wittuhlly, the ida! 
of notes has been brought within the strict legal limit, for, whilst 
the over-issue is two millions, a ‘‘ reserve” of 2,398,3672 in notes 
and coin remains in the Bank’s till. The improvement is chiefly 
attributable to the large increase in the deposits, for the securities 
held have increased nearly half a miliion, the decrease in the 
Government securities being more than counterbalanced by the 
large increase in the “ other” securities.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT, 
The supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane, to-day, was 
very limited, and for all kinds there was an improved inquiry, at 
an advance in the quotations realised on Monday of from 1s to, in 
some few instances, 2s per quarter. At that improvement, the 
whole of the samples were disposed of. Fine new foreign wheats 
produced 1s to 2s more money ; but old parcels were neglected. 
Barley and oats were rather dearer, and other articles supported 
previous rates. The foreign imports are 8,090 quarters of wheat, 
8,510 barley, 21,180 oats, 3,380 barrels and 1,010 sacks of flour— 
the latter quantity being from the Continent. 
At Liverpool, this morning, wheat advanced 2d per bushel, and 
other grain was in steady request. The Wakefield market has 
likewise ruled firm for wheat, on rather higher terms. 


Throughout France, both wheat and flour, owing to increased 
supplies, have given way in price, and the demand has become 
heavy. In Germany the corn trade continues in a most inactive 
state. Advices from New York tothe 14th inst. state that the 

j business doing in flour on English account was very moderate, 
compared with many previous seasons. The arrivals of produce, 
both by canal and raiiway, were on a very limited scale, and the 
stocks in warehouse continued to decrease. 

Advices from Canada state that the corn trade was very inac- 
tive, but that no material change had taken place in the quota- 
tions. We extract the following from Mr Robert Miller and Co.’s 
circular, dated Montreal, November 9 :— 

Flour—Receipts have fallen off considerably. Up to present date this 
year they are 537,984 barrels, against 540,853 barrels same date Jast 
year. Sales were made of shipments on board at 248 3d to 24s 9d stg. 
for No. 1 superfine. We note an inactive market and light stock at the 
close, and quote No. 1 superfine at 238 3d to 24s 3d stg. per barrel 
f.o.b., or cost and freight to direct ports, 27s 6d to 28s 9d; fancy and 
extra, 243 6d to 25s 94 f.o.b. Wheat—Receipts for the fortnight have 
only reached 150,000 bushels, two-thirds of which has been sent to 
Quebec, &c., for milling purposes, and hardly 15,000 bushels have been 
placei for export During the last ten days there has not been a ship- 
ping parcel in market, though while tonnage was procurable, there 
was a good inquiry. An advance of 1s 6d to 1s 9d bas taken place in 
first price, but the improvement in exchange about equalises this, and 
to-day’s figures show little alteration during the fortnight. We quote 
good to prime reds, 373 6d to 40s stg. per 480 lbs f.o.b., or cost and 
freight nominally 46s 6d to 50s; white wheat, 44s 4d to 47s fio.b., or 
53s 6d to 56s cost and freight. 

There has been a continued depressed feeling in the Liverpool 
cotton market throughout the past week, although there has been 
rather more demand than in the few previous ones. The sales 
amount to 26,620 bales, of which 19,960 have been taken by 
spinners, 1,590 on speculation, and 5,070 for export; quotations 
are again reduced 4d to 2d per lb. The market closes quiet to- 
day—sales, 4,000 bales. ‘The American accounts report some im- 
provement in their markets, and in the South, particularly, a large 
advance had been established, but which, according to the last 
accounts, had not been fully maintained. 

The accounts from the United States, in reference to the new 
crop of cotton, are not very satisfactory. Messrs Neill and 
Co., of New York, thus write:— 

There has yet been no killing frost, but everywhere the weather has 
continued fine for packing down to the latest dates from all points. Some 
time since it was thought that such a prolongation of the season would so 
atone for the late spring and unfavourable summer as to raise the crop to 
3,400,000 or 3,500,000 bales. But this view has now no intelligent 
supporters. The various mishaps which occurred to the crop are now 
conceded to have so reduced or rather limited the number of good cotton- 
bearing boils on each stalk, that the aggregate yield cannot be in propor- 
tion to the acreage planted, however long and favourable may be the fall. 
Hence we now find no advocates for a larger yield than 3,250,000 bales, 
even under the most favourable conditions asto the remainder of the pick- 
ing season. ‘I'he general opinion lies between that amount as the maxi- 
mum, and 3,000,000 bales as a minimum. 

Messrs Mure and Quentell, in their latest report from New 
Orleans, inform us:— 

Daily transactions in cotton sum up for the fortnight 36,700 bales, but 
only asmall proportion of these are bona fide sales for cash—the greater 
part seem to be trades, partly against exchange, partly in transfer of lia- 
bilities, and various lots are said to be shipments made by factors them- 


selves. Still prices have been maintained, and strictly middling cannot be 


acertincensteceneeeenneeenesinne —_ 7 —" 
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quoted under 10c. The supply of cotton on the market is not large, and, 

nerally speaking, factors are unwilling to submit to any material con- 
cession, or even to sell more than sufficient to meet their most pressing 
liabilities. The receipts continue moderate. Many planters withhold 
their crops from the market, unwilling to sell at present rates. The 
weather during the past fortnight has been very favourable; of late it has 
turned cold, and we have already reports of frost, which thus far, how- 
ever, seems to have done no damage. 


Throughout the Continent the cotton trade rules extremely heavy, 
and prices continue to give way. Annexed are the latest quota- 
tions at Antwerp :—

The public sales of tea held yesterday, passed off steadily, and 
a fair quantity was sold at extreme rates. The private market, 
however, continues flat, and we have had ready sellers of common 
sound congou at Is per lb. The deliveries are on a very moderate 
scale. 

There is very little change to notice in the value of either raw 
or refined sugars. ‘The transactions, however, have been on a 
very limited scale; consequently, the stock is still accumulating. 

The coffee market has continued dull, and prices almost gener- 
ally have ruled a shade lower. Cocoa has supported previous 
rates ; but the demand is wholly in retail. 

Low qualities of rice have fallen 6d per ewt; but the value of 
fine samples has been supported. ‘The supply in warehouse is still 
very large, viz., nearly 60,000 tons. 

Silk, indigo, and saltpetre have moved off heavily, and, to have 
forced sales, lower rates must have been submitted to. 

The public sales of colonial wool are still progressing heavily, 
at the opening decline of from 2d to 3d per lb, notwithstanding 
that large quantities have been withdrawn by the brokers and 
importers. A very limited quantity has been purchased for export. 

Hemp and flax have sold heavily, but we have no further de- 
cline to report in their quotations. 

Metals generally have been extremely depressed, and a further 
serious fall has taken place in the value of tin and tin plates. 

Spirits, generally, have ruled heavy, and corn spirit has de- 
clined 2d, or to 10s 2d per gallon. 

The oil trade has been greatly depressed, and prices generally 
have given way. Linseed oil has sold at 29s 6d per cwt on the 
spot. 

About an average business has been transacted in the tallow 
market. P. Y.C., on the spot, has sold at from 49s 6d to 50s 
percwt. Our St Petersburg letter, of the 13th inst., says:— 
“* Tallow very dull, and no buyers for P. Y. C. on the spot, at 
r 170 and 168; for August, 164 to 163 ; prime white, 210.” From 
the annexed return of shipments, it will be seen that the naviga- 
tion of the Upper Baltic is not yet closed :—

CORN. 
AMERICAN GRAIN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 


New York, Nov. 1l.—FiLour anp Megan.—The flour market hag 
been rather irregular since the date of our last issue, opening lower on 
Saturday, reacting subsequently, and finally closing at about Friday’s cur. 
rency, The receipts have continued quite large, but with a steady good 
demand, both for home use and export to Great Britain, there bas been 
but little accumulation of stock. Owing to the lateness of the fall, it is 
now almost a fixed fact that inland navigation will close upon a smaller 
stock than we have been accustomed to enter the winter upon of late 
years, and asa good shipping demand is highly probable, owing to the 
potato rot. in Great Britain, a bigher range of prices is certainly within 
the bounds of probability, even in the event of a continued hard money 
market. Notwithstanding this is the season that the railroads leading to 
the seaboard are overwhelmed with breadstuff freights, it is remarked 
that they are at present carrying but a comparatively s:nall quantity. 
This is accounted for by the fact that forwarders have not sufficient 
money to pay the freights. To remedy this, it is suggested thet the railroads, 
who are really the greatest sufferers under the present check, should make 
some arrangement granting the forwarding or receiving parties a short 
credit. By some such arrangement as this, it would be possible, before 
rigorous weather sets in, to bring forward a sufficient quantity to relieve 
any danger of a deficit for the winter, without incurring any risk of loss 
to the parties who should make the effort. The sales for the three days 
add up 44,000 bbls, the market closing firm for State and Western at our 
revised quotations. Canada flour has ruled rather quict, and the market 
is scarcely 50 Strong ; prices, however, are without variation—sales 2,200 
bbls, leaving off at 4.90 dols to 6.70 dols as the range for inferior to choice 
brands. We quote :—State, common brands, 4.80 dols to 4.85 dols ; State,

At length, after some period of extreme heaviness in the demand, and 
a considerable decline in the quotations, we have to report a slight 
improvement in the sale for most kinds of English wheat. In some few 
instances, fine dry samples have commanded rather more money, and aa 
impression has gained ground in many quarters that prices have seen 
their lowest range for the present. No doubt, an improvement in the 
state of the monetary world—especially as our millers hold very light 
stocks of produce—will have its accustomed influence upon the inquiry 
for agricultural produce; but, on the other hand, we can scarcely look 
forward to any important rise in prices, from the fact that future arrivals 
of flour from France, if in any quantity, will enter into a keen compe- 
tition with townu-made qualities. The shipments from the United States, 
between this and the end of the year, may not be extensive; yet, with 
the knowledge that large supplies of produce are in the interior of the 
country, and ready to be forwarded to us in the spring, will preveot 
speculation to any extent.

BLACKBURN.—The provisional agreement between the directors of this 
company and the directors of the Lancashire and Yorkshire and East Lan- 
cashire Railway Companies, for the sale by the former and purchase by the 
latter of the Blackburn Railway, was signed by the chairman of the three 
companies on the 18th inst.
